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This Bulletin, issued by the Acting Commonwealth Statistician, shows 
the monthly factory production in Victoria of certain commodities. For the 
purpose of the accompanying statistics a "factory" is defined as an industrial 
establishment in which four or more hands are employed or in which power other 
than hand is used. Monthly averages for the years 1938-39, 1949-50, 1950-51 
and 1951-52 and monthly production for November, 1951 to January, 1952 and 
November, 1952 to January, 1953 are shown. 


Many of the items included here are shown in grevter detail in other 
publications of the Bureau. 


Figures of the production of each of the commodities listed are given 
up to the latest available month. Figures up to 1950-51 inclusive are taken 
from the Government Statist's annual factory returns wherever possi»le. It 
should be noted that in some cases annual returns are accepted from f2ctories 
for periods other than those ending on June 30th, each year. 


The scope of..the Bulletin will be widened from time to time to iuclude 
new information as it becomes available, In this issue, statistics of 
Engines, Hlectric Coppers, Electric Bath Heaters, Electric Sink Heaters, 
Blankets, Rugs, Foundation Garments, Fur Felt Hats and Tomato Sauce appoar 
for the first time.
